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1. Prior to his departure on home leave. Will KLump briefed us on a 
proposal by Dr. C.D. Kernig to establish a "Documentation Center" on world 
communism. See correspondence enclosed. Mr. KLump wishes to discuss this 
proposal with Mr. Sargeant, and possibly with interested Washington officials. 
Before doing so, he asked us to cheok on Dr. Kernig' s bona fldes . 

2. We have checked locally on Dr. Kernig. There are no traces in 
either MOB or MIB files. Local liaison also reported no traces. 

3. We suggest that COS/Q and HQ run a similar check on Dr. Kernig, and 
that KUWOLP brief Mr. KLump both on the results and on the basic issue of 
possible ODYOKE interest in Dr. Kernig' s proposal.

The work Is expeeted to take at least fire 
years and the enoyolopedla will be Issued simultaneously 
in three languages — Herman# Sngllsh and Buaslan. This 
le by way of explaining Dr. Iernlg*s background. Is le 
mot himself a Soviet specialist# nor dees he speak 
luaslaa or Bngllsh very wellf but he le a competent 
generalist in the area of Sovlot affaire and apparently 
n oapable administrator.

Hr. lernig bell eras that only an information-pool broad 
enough in soaps to da all these things for the potential 
users would make It worth the oeet in terms of frequency 
of use. Far example, he felt the "use factor" is a 
aerieus drawbaok te the trouble and expense of automating 
Soviet biographic filea alone. He would further assure 
wide uee of the pool by tty cooperating institutions 
by linking them together in a network of open-line 
telex machines.

It la my assumption that >r. leraig will >e tryl kg te 
get financial support for his deoumentatls t canter fran 
Bonn and that ha envlaiens It as primarily a Berman 
institution, although ha wants bath the R« lio Liberty 
research department and the Institute as ) »rt of hie 
information-pool network. The language of operation 
would be only Barman presumably, although ’-ranslatlen 
of prooessed data into aay language would i et ha a 
great added burden. 

Thera are sans personal observations I e *uld make about 
the proposal ef hr. Kornig, with when I h to become wall 
acquainted slnos first nesting him abaut j 0 nantha age. 

I will not add than to thie already lengthy latter, but 
will be glad to do sa far anyone lntaraatad In exploring 
further. I would call attention, however, to the fact 
that the proposal ia still in the incubation stags and 
it night not prove te® difficult for an American group 
to oe-ordin.at© with or even completely take over the 
proposed operation*.
